Library Circulation Increased Ten Percent 


In 1939, 


Figures on the rapidly-increas- 
ing use of the Memorial Hall li- 
brary facilities, particularly in the 
Junior division, are contained in 
the first annual report of head li- 
brarian, Miss Miriam Putnam, pre- 
sented this week to the trustees. 
In the report Miss Putnam pays 
tribute to Miss Edna Brown, who 
retired during the past year, and 
to the late Frederic S. Boutwell, 
trustee and treasurer, who passed 
away this year. 

The first part of the report fol- 
lows. The remainder will be pub- 
lished next week. 

Annual Report 1939 
To the Trustees of the Memorial 
Hall Library: 

{ herewith present the 
of the library for the 
months ending December 31, 1939. 

The largest circulation in the 
history of the library is recorded 
for the past year. 109,446 books 
were circulated for home use, an

increase of 10% over 1938. 674 
new borrowers were registered 
during the year making a total of 
5869 borrowers using the library, 
55% of the total population, The 
number of books circulated per 
capita was 10.4, 

Although comparisons are never 
whol y satisfactory because local 
situations and conditions differ, 
nevertheless it is interesting to 
make comparisons with towns of 
similar size. Lexington, a town of 
10.813, had in 1988 a circulation 
of 91,506 with a per capita circu- 
lation of 8.4 books and a per capi- 
ta income of $1.43. Andover in the 
same year circulated 99,440 books 
which represented 9.9 books with 
an income per capita of $1.38 (per 
capita income based on total in- 
come). Wellesley, a town slightly 
larger, 13,376, had a yearly circu- 
lation of 170,768, a per capita cir- 
culation of 13 and a per capita in- 
come of $1.35.

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Selectman Shepard To Run Again; 
B. P. W. Members Buttrick And Bodwell 
And School Board Member Carter To Retire 


The announcement that Chair- 
man Howell F. Shepard would be a 
candidate for re-election as select- 
man and assessor, and that Frank 
Buttrick and Henry Bodwell would 
not run for re-election to the Board 
of Public Works and Herbert P. 
Carter would retire from the school 
board climaxed the first active 
week of Andover’s 1940 election 

campaign. Earlier rumors had it 
that Mr. Shepard would retire, but 
he has consented to have his name 
on the re-election nomination sheet 

Mr. Buttrick was first chosen to 
the board in 1931 and has been re- 
elected twice since. (Mr. Bodiwell 
was appointed to the board upon 
the resignation of Thomas Dea in 
1934, Mr. Carter was appointed to 
the school committee upon the re- 
tirement of Claxton (Monro and had 
been re-elected twice. 

All other officers whose terms ex- 
pire have signified their intention 
of running again. 

William A. Trow will be a can- 
didate for the Punchard trustees 
to fill Mr. Boutwell’s position. 


George F. Sawyer, appointed to 
the library board after Mr. Bout- 
well’s death, will be a candidate for 
his unexpired term.

To Ask For Hone, 


Truck Replacement 

Requests for new equipment by 
the Board of Public Works will 
apparently be at a minimum this 
year. At present there are only a 
few items contemplated, these be- 
ing ones that will mean a substan- 
tial saving to the taxpayers. Last 
year the largest purchase was the 
five trucks which officials state 
saved the town $5000 in 19389. 

A hone, costing about $600, may 
be included in the special articles. 
The town has an old one at present 
that takes three men to operate in 
addition to the truck driver, The 
new hone, similar to one in use in 
Methuen which was loaned to An- 
dover last summer, would be 
placed under the truck and opera- 
ted hydraulically by one man at 
the rear of the truck. Officials 
state that it does a very good job 
of road-smoothing and that it 
would probably pay for itself with- 
in two years. 

The Board will probably also 
ask for a replacement of the four- 
year old dump truck as an econo- 
my measure and also for the re- 
placement of the small water de- 
partment truck which is two years 
old but which would probably cost 
more to continue than it would if 
a new truck were bought at a net of 
about $300.
